been many excellent Acts both of Parliament — 
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General Aſſembly, 1714. | 9 


General Aſſemblies made for ſuppteſſing of Immorality 
and Vice, and that the Queen's Majeſty by Her Royal 
Proclamation dated :8th Auguſt 1708 Years, | hath required 
the punctual Execution of the good Laws made for Eu- 
couragement of Piety and Virtue, and puniſhing of Vice 
and Immorality, and hath appointed Her ſaid Proclamation 
to be read from the Pulpits, at ſuch Times as ſhall be found 
needful by the Presbyteries and Synods of the Bounds; Vet 
all Manner of Immorality does abound through this Nation, 
to the Diſnhonour of GOD, and the Scandal of our Holy Re- 


ligion, which threatens us with ſevere Strokes and Judg- 


ments; Do therefore appoint, That Her Majeſty's Procla- 
mation of the Date foreſaid, with the Abbreviate of the 
Laws ſubjoined thereto; As alſo the 132% A# of the 
General Aſſembly Anno 1694. 7th and 11th Ads of the 
General Aſſemblies 1697. and 7th Act Gen, Aſſembly Aano 
1699, be Re- printed in a ſmall Volume, and that a Copy 
thereof be ſent to every Pariſh and Kirk-Seſſion, Presbytery, 
aud Synod in Scotland, and do appoint the ſaid Proclamati-
